The last of the regular budget 
measures was passed by the 
House yesterday, the Eighteen 
Months Salary Bill, and it will be

work upon it, for the salaries will have to be kept on the same level 
with those of the Six Months Bill, if there is to be any attempt at 
coherency, and this will increase the work before conference com- 
mittees today. 
The Senate passed the Coney claim Bill, against the 
recom- 
mendation of the committee to which it was referred, and will have 
it up on third reading today. 
The Eighteen (Months 
Current 
Ac- 
count Bill was passed third reading. 
Senators are in a quandary over the status which will ensue if 
the present 
session shall 
fail 
to put through 
the appropriation 
measures. 
Yesterday 
Senators 
Crabbe, 
Paris- 
- and 
McCandless 
waited on the Attorney 
General to secure an interpretation 
of the 
clause which has caused some comment, bearing upon the 
avail- 
ability of the old appropriation 
measures. 
The section of the Organic Act bearing upon this matter reads

thus:

That 'in caseof failure of the Legislature 
to pass 
ap- 
propriation 
bills providing for payments of the necessary current 
expenses of carrying on the government 
and meeting its legal ob- 
ligations as the same arc provided for by the then existing laws, 
the governor shall, upon the adjournment 
of the legislature, 
call it 
in extra session for the consideration 
of appropriation 
bills, and 
until the legislature 
shall have acted the treasurer may.! with the 
advice of the governor, make such payments, 
for which purpose 
the sums appropriated 
in the last appropriation bills shall be deemed 
to have been reappropriated. And all legislative and other appropria 
tions made prior to the date when this Act shall take effect, shall 
be available to the government 
of the Territory of Hawaii. 
The contention 
is made that this is permissory only until the 
legislature shall have acted, and as in the event of failure to appro- 
priate now, the clause making an extra session imperative is opera- 
tive, just as much as it was on the ending of the regular session. 
Attorney 
General Andrews took up the matter at once and will 
give an opinion today.

By the terms of an agreement reach, 
cd yesterday, between 
the creditors of 
the 
Inter-Islan- d 
Telegraph 
Company 
nnd the directors of that 
corporation, 
the Wireless concern, the affalr 
of that 
company 
are In a fair way to he 
Then Henry Waterhouse 
Trust 
Company 
will act as the fiscal agent of 
the 
concern 
and 
will 
ndvance 
the 
money 
necessary to place 
the system 
In such 
physical 
condition 
as will 
en-nb- le 
It to take advantage of the subsidy 
Granted 
by the Legislature. 
There were present at a meeting held 
yesterday 
morning representatives 
of 
nil the heavy creditors of the concern. 
The plans for the arrangement 
were 
submitted at the suggestion 
of the men 
who have had control 
of the affairs of 
the 
Wireless 
Company. 
These 
con- 
template the payment of a substantial 
advance against 
tho bills outstanding 
and the provision 
for the completion 
of 
the system. 
The Trust Company 
has 
all arrangements made for the financ- 
ing of the proposition 
nnd as soon as 
the papers 
arc all signed placing the 
company 
In Its hands will order the 
work to proceed. 
By the terms of the ngreement the 
Waterhouse concern will take complete 
control of the working of the Wireless 
concern. 
The business 
will be trans- 
acted through Its offices and there will 
be nothing left of the old management. 
Some such arrangement as ihls Is nec- 
essary as the Wireless 
Is now without 
the aid which has been guaranteed 
for1 
a year past by the business community. 
This agreement expired with the open- 
ing of this month 
and It now becomes 
necessary to arrange for the extensions 
and Improvements 
which 
will 
make 
available the 
$1,000 a month which will 
enable the system to continue its opera- 
tion, 
The cash needed at once will be about 
1,600, which will pay most of the bills 
and salaries. 
Then the work will go on 
In the putting In of the Improvements. 
Just what these will cost has not been 
settled. 
There are still estimates to be 
put In and until nil are at hand, there 
will be no definite estimate of the total 
of the cost. 
The Immediate work is the 
coWteUon- - of-- tho. NowlllwUl station, 
which will enable the opening: of 
com- - 
municatlon with Kauai. 
There 
la now 
a proper 
polo 
In place and during the 
week there will 
be tests made. 
The 
.Barber's 
Point 
station is ready for 
work and communication 
will 
follow 
Immediately 
upon the completion of th 
Kauai station. 
The land lines will represent the larg- 
est expenditure 
which will be necessary 
In the 
rehabilitation 
of the 
system. 
About 
120 miles of line must be built. 
This will comprise 
the stretching 
of 
the wire from 
this 
city 
to Barber's 
Point, a distance 
of some thirty miles, 
and 
from 
Mahukona 
to Hllo, ninety 
miles. 
It is understood 
that the 
tele- 
phone 
companies 
have agreed 
to 
per- 
mit the stringing 
of 
the 
telegraph 
wires upon their poles, which means' 
the escaping 
of the heaviest 
portion of 
the cost. 
The land lines are necessary 
before there can be the proper 
connec- 
tion as contemplated 
In the

Board 
of 
Health 
Starts New 
Crusade. 


(From Thursday's Dally.) 
The Board of Health Is to begin 
Im- 
mediately a crusade against tubercular 
cows, any number of which are said to 
be used In the dairies on Oahu. 
The 
Honolulu dairy cows have nlready un- 
dergone tho tuberculin test, and 
yestcr-da- y 
the Board extended 
the authority 
of 
Dr. 
Monsnrrat, 
the 
government 
vetcrlnnrlan, to cover the whole Island. 
At the opening 
of the meeting 
yes-terd- ny 
Dr. Monsnrrat reported 
that nt 
the request of C. Bolte he had visited 
tho lattcr's ranch to examine fourteen 
cattle purchased by him from the Aliul-- 
tnnnu 
ranch. 
Of 
these 
seven 
wero 
found to be Infected with tuberculosis, 
nnd Dr. Monsnrrat saying that he had 
no authority outside the district of Ko. 
nn, 
simply 
caused 
the 
animals to 
be segregated. 
The doctor 
continued 
that 
Henry 
Mncfarlane 
had frequently asked 
him 
to examine the cattle on his ranch, but 
whenever 
ho attempted to do It he met 
with 
trouble. 
On his last visit Mon- 
snrrat 
said, 
he had sent a letter to 
Henry 
Mncfarlane 
by a messenger, 
saying that he was ready to examine 
the cattle. 
The reply was brought back 
by the messenger 
from the manager of 
the ranch and not from Macfarlane and 
was, "Tell Mr. Bolte and Dr. Monsarrut 
to go to h 
". 
"When a man talks that way," 
said 
MonBnrrnt, "the proper way to go Is to 
take six shooters." 
He said also that all the dairy cows

ernment In ours having grown out of 
the fact thnt the enemies 
of the two 
were the same. 
After the war for 
In- 
dependence this Interest was added 
to 
and encouraged 
by the famous John 
Tnul Jones who became nn ndmlral In 
the ItuBslan 
Navy 
nnd 
nn lntlmnte 
friend 
of, the EmpreBS, always using his 
Influence where It wns possible In favor 
of the young republic under whose flag 
he had first 
won distinction. 
As the, 
undent 
enmity 
between, 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Great Britain 
expanded, 
Russian sympathy for this country, 
be- 
came" warmer; and at the critical phase 
of the, Civil war, when It looked ns If 
Great Britain might Intervene 
In favor 
of the Southern 
Confederacy, 
Russian 
fleets anchored 
In New York nnd San 
Francisco harbors for the purpose. 
If 
war came, of aiding the North to hold 
Its own. 
All this Is remembered 
to Russia's 
credit. 
It 
Is 
recalled 
In a spirit of 
appreciation 
and 
gratitude. 
At the 
same time there Is not one point of con- 
tact 
between 
the 
United 
States and 
Russia

government,

adminis- 
tration of Justice, religious faith,

In Russia nre embodied all the 
vices of government 
nnd In worse form, 
ngnlnst which our Declaration

of prog- 
ress nnd liberty In which 
Americans 
take the most 
pride.

hand, a lively sense of favors had from

Stntcs ,slncc the earliest days that the 
mllltla won't fight. 
More than once the 
citizen soldier 
has, made n lamontnble 
record in. great crises, ns when he ran 
awny from Washington 
during the war 
of 
1S12 and permitted nn Inferior force 
of British 
to burn the national capltol. 
During 
the New York drnft riots 
of 
1S63 the mllltla did not distinguish 
It- 
self and 
It did but little better at the 
Orange riots In New York In 1871. 
In 
1877 
When, 
owing 
to a great railroad 
strike, fourteen States were In 
Insur- 
rection, the mllltla had to give way In 
disgrace and leave 
the settlement to 
the regulars. 
At Chicago In the strike 
there, 
General 
Miles despite 
the 
size 
of the Illinois 
mllltla, 
was 
obliged 
to 
take hold nnd In the railroad strike In 
California 
n. few years. ago the United 
States forces, after witnessing n 
dis- 
play of weakness 
on the part of the 
mllltla, 
took 
tho whole matter out 
of 
Its hands. 
Tho unfortunate story 
of 
the Eastern 
mllltla 
regiment 
which 
went 
Into the battle of Santiago 
and 
of the sister regiments 
which 
refused 
to go Into the war at nil, Is still fresh 
In the public mind. 
The trouble with the mllltla has not 
been In the quality of Its men but 
in 
political control as respects 
the choice 
of officers, the,attempted use of guards 
men against 
their 
own friends and 
neighbors, 
the want to stern discipline, 
the lnherent:sympathy of men for strik 
ers from whose ranks they were 
per- - 
haps 
recruited and 
from 
whom 
they 
differ only 
In uniform, 
nnd finally the 
fact that a soldier must be a soldier 
and not a civilian 
dressed 
In soldier 
clothes. 
But the same men turned Into 
volunteers 
and sent to the field under 
trained 
officers, 
often 
make 
splendid 
records.

at Canton, 
In a report sent

China to London

in that city, stated that the demand for 
flour among 
emigrants returned from 
the United States Is so great that the 
quantity of flour Imported 
In 
1902 
ex- 
ceeded thnt of 1901 by 9S.S31.323 pounds, 
nnd was also some 70,400,000 
pounds 
In 
excess of the average 
for the past five 
years. 
These figures 
of Increase 
In Chinese 
consumption 
of flour nre justified 
by 
the figures of the Treasury Bureau 
of 
Statistics showing exportations of flour 
to China and adjacent ports. 
Indeed, 
It Is only when tho shipments 
to the 
ports adjacent to China are considered

To China alone, the exports

FOR ASYLUM 


Insane Wards Will 
Be Moved Near 
er the Sea. 


The new Insane asylum Is to be 
lo- 
cated 
in Kallhl 
on government 
land 
which almost encircles 
the old Allan 
Herbert place, recently purchased 
by 
Alexander 
Young. 
H. E. Cooper, 
Su- 
perintendent of Public 
Workswlth 
O. 
Stlllmnn, 
one of the clerks 
In the of 
fice, mnde a tour of Inspection 
of gov- 
ernment lands yesterday with a view- - 
to finding a suitable site for the erec 
tion of the new asylum, 
provided 
for 
In the Loan 
Act. 
But two available 
sites were visited and the Kallhl 
land 
which 
comprises 
eighteen 
and 
three-fourt- 
hs 
acres was finally picked upon. 
The present Bite of the Insane asy 
lum has always been a subject of con- 
troversy, 
taken In connection 
with 
the 
quarry which 
Is located within 
a hun 
dred feet of the asylum. 
The Board of 
Health maintained that the rock crush 
era disturbed their patients and Supt. 
Boyd advised 
the doctors 
t,o move the 
nsylunw 
Finally the matter was 
set- 
tled by the shutting down of the 
nnd the legislature wa3 
then nsked 
to make 
provision 
for 
re- 
locating 
the nsylum 
at a site further 
removed 
from 
town. 
The 
buildings 
which now shelter the Insane wards of 
the Territory are In a tumbledown 
con- 
dition, the roofs of some of them hav- 
ing been battered 
In by rocks thrown 
from blasts lntho 
adjoining 
stone 
quarry. 
The asylum is also said to be 
too close to down and 
Is unsuitable 
In many ways. 
Besides that the rock 
at the government quarry 
Is the best 
..... 
to be found 
on 
ns wel1 as 
the most 
easily 
accessible 
while even 
If the asylum Is maintained at Its pres- 
ent location the entire structure would 
have 
to be entirely rebuilt. 
The first location 
examined 
wns ths 
tract Just above the present site and 
a little beyond the Intersection 
of Judd 
and Llllha streets. 
This 
Is known as 
Alewa 
nnd there nre 
110 acres In the 
piece. There 
are the same 
objections 
to this location as to the present slt, 
namely 
the 
proximity 
to 
tho 
rock 
crusher and quarry. 
The 
stone 
will 
be taken out further and further 
up 
the mountain 
Bide and it would 
not 
be many years 
before 
the 'blasting 
Would again Interfere 
with 
the Insane 
patients, 
"The tract next to the Allan Herbert 
place 
Is admirably suited for the new 
Insane asylum" said Supt. Cooper 
yes- 
terday. 
"There nre about eighteen and 
three quarters acres 
In the tract. There 
Is fine soli and beautiful 
trees and a 
good breeze from Kallhl Valley. 
The 
place 
Is well laid 
out, gently 
sloping 
toward 
the sea. 
It has been practical 
ly decided upon ns the site for the new 
insane asylum, 
which will not be built, 
however, 
until 
the appropriation 
be- 
comes available." 
There 
Is an appropriation 
of 
$75,000 
In 
the 
loan 
bill for the 
new 
Insane 
nsylum buildings. 
No plans have beca 
made for the new structure but work 
will be begun very soon. It Is the 
In- - 
tnntlnn 
tn prpnt n Territorial rtonlten- - 
tlnry upon the asylum 
site. 
The loan 
bill carries an appropriation of the 110,- - 
000 for beginning work 
upon this. 
Only 
the foundation 
will be laid at this time, 
and the next legislature will be asked 
to provide for the building 
of tho 
su- 
perstructure.. The location will be par 
ticularly advantageous because of 
th 
quarry near by, 
which 
will 
furnish 
work 
for the convicts.

CELEBMTfflTrlE 
FOURTH 


Plans Being Made For a New Half Mile Race 
Track At the Settlement 
MoneyRaised 


By the Lepers For the Purpose. 


The biggest 
Fourth 
of July celebration 
of any in the. islands 
this year was that of the lepers at Kalaupapa. 
The whole day 
was given over to athletic sports and races, and so enthusiastic 
have the lepers become on the racing question that they intend 
to build a half mile running 
track and a grand stand for future 
use. 
All the lepers have the racing fever and a subscription 
paper 
circulated at the settlement has reached the amount of $160, with 
a few of the lepers still to be heard from. 
Everyone at the settle- 
ment contributed, 
some of them only a dime, while others put in 
as much as ten dollars. 
If the entire amount needed cannot be 
raised at the settlement 
it is the intention 
of Supt. "McVeigh to 
circulate a subscription paper in Honolulu. 
The present race track at Kalaupapa 
is a half mile straight- 
away but this is unsatisfactory 
because only a comparatively small 
percentage of the lepers can see the finish of the races. 
Now it 
is the intention to put in a mile circular track, graded and rolled 
and with all the modern accessories. 
A baud stand andamphithea-tr- 
c 
and racing quarters arc also to be erected if sufficient money is 
raised. 
The work will be done by the lepers. 
THE CELEBRATION. 
Supt. McVeigh reports that the Fourth of July celebration held 
at Kalaupapa 
last Saturday 
was one of the biggest 
affairs 
for 
years. 
The morning was given over to swimming races 
a quarter 
mile and one for two hundred yards. 
, There were four swimming 
races altogether, 
and a half dozen participants 
in each. 
As soon 
as these races had been concluded the crowd went to the race track, 
and the remainder of the forenoon was spent in watching the races. 
In the afternoon there were more races and athletic sports of various 
kinds. 
The most interest was taken in the horse races. 
The judges for 
these were Nathaniel, 
Kanekau, J. K. Waiamati, James 
Harvest 
and Ah Chong. 
The fastest time made was in the half mile run- 
ning when the winner crossed the tape in 
fifty-tw- o 
seconds. 
There were women riders as well as men, and the ladies often 
were victorious over their male competitors. 
The funniest 
races 
were those in which ladies alone participated with mules for mounts. 
The prizes were in cash, ranging from one to fifteen dollars. 
In the evening there were further festivities in Bcrctania Hall. 
There was a fine display of fire works, said to be the most elaborate 
of any given this year at cither Wailuku, Hilo, Lahaina or Kahului. 
There was also a concert by local talent which was much appre- 
ciated. 
Refreshments 
of cake and sandwiches were also served 
during the evening celebration. 
"If those who assisted in the raising ,6f the fund for the Fourth 
of July celebration, at Kalaupapa, could have seen the pleasure with 
which the residents there took part in the features of the day they 
would have been more than pleased wifh1 their efforts to "give the 
patients pleasure." 
Dr. J. T. M'Donald, the bacteriologist of the Board of Health, 
returned 
yesterday 
after 
a stay of some 
two weeks there. 
Dr. 
M'Donald said that his visit was due to the fact that there was 
desired an examination of several patients, who since their confine- 
ment had not shown any progress 
of the disease, and 
in whose 
cases there was to be a microscopical diagnosis. 
In addition 
he 
made a careful survey of affairs, as was incident to his examination 
of the patients. 
He continued: 
"When the object of my visit was made known, I found that 
scores of patients in addition to those who were listed came up for 
examination, and as a result I will have nearly sixty cases to pursue 
to the ultimate. 
The patients were all anxious that they be given 
the Jests, and in every case they looked upon it as a pleasure. 
The 
examination 
of the lesions was a very slight thing and everyone 
expressed themselves as satisfied with the work. 
"The greatest improvement in conditions there is noticed. Super- 
intendent 
McVeigh has the respect 
and confidence of the people 
and everything goes on nicely. 
Dr. Goodale is makinir a fine record 
for himself, and is ameliorating 
the condition of the lepers very 
much. 
I shall complete the examinations as soon as possible, and 
will then report upon the work I have done to tlic Board of Health."

miles of cable, all but one 
nnd a quarter miles being the deep sea 
section. 
The short section 
Is the shore 
end. 
Tho cable 
Is run from 
the hold 
of 
the 
Anglla 
to the bow 
of 
the 
ship, 
thence 
through blocks hung from 
the 
tops 
of telephone 
poles 
to 
the tanks 
which are a few hundred yards 
off. 
Tho cable 
Is run out at the rate of 
three miles an hour, and It Is expected 
that it will 
bo 
nil out on Saturday. 
This is not very fast work, but It Is 
Impossible 
to get any greater 
speed 
from tho engine which pulls the cable. 
At Greenwich 
where tho cable 
Is made 
thirty miles a day Is considered 
good 
work 
In. loading 
tho 
cnble, 
and the 
record 
Is 
seventy-tw- 
o 
miles 
In 
twenty-tw- o 
hours. 
Tho cable being unloaded 
at present is run over 
to 
tho tanks' 
near the cnblo ship, nnd down Into the

The third reading of House 
bill No. 
9, the Coney estate claim for road dam 
ages, 
came up and there was a long 
debate 
over It. 
Superintendent Cooper 
was 
summoned 
by Speaker 
Beckley 
and he made a statement 
In which he 
said that there had been submitted to 
him the will of Mr. Coney, under which 
there was a question as to the right of 
the executor to convey the right of way 
to the government. 
He therefore 
sug- 
gested that There be a bill, appropriat- 
ing a sum 
sulllclent 
to meet 
the 
de- 
mand, 
yet leaving the decision 
ns to 
the amount to be adjudged 
as due. 
Under 
questioning 
from 
Andrnde, 
ICutnalao, Harris nnd others, Mr. Coop- 
er said 
the tenancy of the forest 
re- 
serve 
was nt will and was abandoned 
by the government, 
while Cnpt. King 
was Secretary of the Interior. 
He said 
that the road 
had 
been used 
for 
ten 
years and was very necessary 
to 
the 
people who had purchased 
the mauka 
lands and should not be closed. 
He said that there were betterments, 
but he could not say whether or not 
these were waived. 
The Coney estate 
lands had been all made accessible. 
He 
said that the government 
never 
had

than 
$600 an acre for 
lands there. 
The bill wan at once put 
on Its third reading and 
was 
passed 
by ayes 22, noes 
4. 
The Board of Health unpaid bills act 
was then taken up and passed 
second 
reading. 
FIGHT OVER 
CAMPBELL. 
The Eighteen 
Months Salary bill was 
read through and recess 
was taken. 
Upon reconvening, 
the question 
came 
upon the passage of the measure, 
but 
Fernandez discovered 
the Item "Super- 
vising Engineer, 
$4500", under the 
De- 
partment of Public Works. 
He said he 
had heard this was meant to provide 
for Marston 
Campbell,

Campbell 
was not under con 
sideration, but Fernandez was permit 
ted 
to continue, 
as he had asked for 
whom 
the place was being made and 
Kumalae laughingly had 
said 
Camp 
bell. 
Aylett said 
the Importance 
of 
the 
omce was 
such that there should 
be 
no question 
as to the making of 
pro- 
vision for the proper expert assistance 
to the superintendent. 
Kumalae said 
he was 
convinced that the Item 
was 
there simply

for the Item. 
On 
motion 
of Aylett, 
Mr. Cooper was re- 
quested 
to nppear before 
the House, 
though 
Oill 
objected. 
MR. 
COOPER 
ANSWERS 
QUES 
TIONS. 
Mr. Cooper appeared 
and 
Chllllng- 
worth said 
that 
the 
statement 
had 
been 
made 
that 
tho 
ofllcer was not 
needed. 
Mr. Cooper said that he had 
suggested 
to the Finance 
Committee 
that upon the going Into effect of the 
County 
Act on Jnnunry 
1st a change 
In the organization of his offlce 
could 
be effected as he would not need nil the 
machinery. 
"It goes without 
saying," 
he continued, 
"that I will need expert
